JOHN "ARCHIE" MORRIS 


Every year the Town of Natick adds new volunteers and employees; 
recognizes and retires those who have give years of dedicated 
service and must bid a final goodbye to those who have died. 


During 1986 a distinguished public servant, John A. Morris, known 
to many residents as "Archie", passed away on January 7, 1986 at 
the age of 73. He served for 4@ years as a firefighter and 
retired in 1977 from service as a Deputy Fire Chief in the Natick 
Fire Department. 


He was a World War II veteran and received a Bronze Star and two 
Purple Hearts. The citations for heroism were issued to him at 
Remifosse, Belgium in 1945. On two ocassions he risked his life 
to retrieve wounded soldiers from the line of fire. 


Once back on postwar duty with the firefighters, Morris, an 
articulate man with a crystal memory, began putting his penchant 
for history to work. He started collecting old pictures of 
Natick's fire department, going back well into last century. He 
then became known in Natick for his picture collection. 


During the Bicentiennial he worked with the town librarians to 
produce an exhibit which led to the idea of compiling photographic 
archives, a visual history, of the Town. There were pictures of 
Natick after it burned down in 1874 and as the downtown was 
gradually rebuilt. 


Archie Morris served as chairman of Natick's Park Commission and 
spent five years on the Conservation Commission and until the time 
of his death served on the Historical Commission. 


On September 17, 1977 the Board of Selectmen commended Archie 
Morris upon the occasion of his retirement from service in the 
Natick Fire Department. 


"He has performed his duties and assignments in the Fire 
Department with distinction, and has always maintained pride 
both in the Department, and in his execution of the 
responsibilites of the Department.” 


Archie and those who have made valuable contributions to the Town 
will be missed in the years ahead.

The Town's bond rating was increased by Standard & Poors 
Corporation from Al to AA. This enabled the Town to meet a 
very favorable interest rate for the bond for high school 
renovations and will save the Town hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in interest costs in future years. 


Implementation of MetroWest Growth Management Committee 
which for the first time permitted the evaluation of the 
impacts of development on the region as a whole rather than 
an individual Town. 


Successful passage of Elm Bank Bill with the assistance of 
Senator Edward Burke and Representative Joseph Connolly. 
This bill provides for: 


a. Future water supply for Natick and three adjoining 
Towns. 


b. Affordable housing. 


c. A 19@ acre open space park along the banks of the 
Charles River. 


Implementation of a commerical truck ban on Hartford Street 
and Nottingham Drive in an attempt to preserve the 
residential character of those neighborhoods. 


Opening of the new Senior Center at Lincoln School which 
finally provides the Town's senior citizens with an 
adequate facility for today and for the future. 


Substantial upgrade of the equipment fleets of both the 
Fire Department and the Public Works Department. 


Progress On Projects To Be Completed In 1987

The new Natick District Court, to be located in Lincoln 
School, is schedule to be open in May of 1987. This 
guarantees the future existence of a Natick District Court 
and provides the opportunity to approach the question of a 
modern police facility. 


Design Plans have been completed for a new Fire 
Headquarters and it's hoped that construction would be 
completed in 1987. 


A new Washington Street Bridge should be completed during 


1987 and open again to two way traffic. Once that bridge 
is open, work can begin on the North Main Street Bridge. 
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4. The long sought traffic lights are out to bid and 
construction should begin in 1987. These traffic lights 
are at the following intersections: Routes 27 and 135, 
Kendall Lane and Route 135, and Mill and Hartford Streets. 


III. Progress Towards Long Term Goals 


1. Preliminary engineering studies and plans completed for the 
reconstruction of Route 16 and South Natick Square. The 
Board of Selectmen will make substantial efforts to get 
state financial participation in these projects. 


2. Much has been done in both the private and public sector to 
revitalize Natick Center as the community center that it 
ought to be. Renewed efforts must be made to ensure that 
the character of the center is preserved with the new 
development that is expected.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Natick School Committee addressed a number of challenging 
issues during 1986. Among these were the implementation of the 
provisions of the state's educational reform legislation, the 
completion of the rehabilitation of Natick High School, the 
closing of the Quinobin vocational program, the installation of 
seat belts on school buses, a study of early childhood education 
and a special education audit. 


At this point in time, the Committee has implemented all phases of 
reform legislation that apply to this type of school system. Each 
school, for example, has in place its School Improvement Council 
which is solely responsible for the decisions to spend the state 
funds for which it is eligible. The procedures for selecting 
Horace Mann grant recipients are in place. The selection 
committee will begin its work to choose the teachers in early 
January 1987. The Administration and building principals are 
studying the results of the state assessment tests in order to 
strengthen areas of the curriculum. 


The Committee oversaw the successful completion of the $3.5 
million dollar rehabilitation of the high school. As a result of 
the cooperation of the high school staff and student body, the 
Committee accomplished this massive effort in twelve months with a 
minimum disruption to the educational process. Subsequently, the 
Committee directed the Administration to begin the process to 
rehabilitate the two middle schools and the six elementary 
schools. The Committee's architect completed a preliminary 
analysis of the building needs and the costs to update all the 
structures. The Committee has placed articles on the warrant for 
the Annual Town Meeting seeking funds to begin work on the two 
middle schools. 


The action of the Quinobin School Committee to close its 
vocational program required the Natick School Committee to find 
placements for is high school students who desired such an 
educational program. Acting with great concern for the students 
needs, the Committee arranged for vocational placements at Keefe 
Tech in Framingham for this past year as well as the next. The 
School Committee will investigate a permanent vocational 
relationship during 1987. 


Following several months of study, the Committee voted to have the 
bus contractor install seat belts on school buses for voluntary 
use by students effective September 1987. It took a further step 
by having the local legislators file a bill on its behalf to 
address the issue of the liability of school personnel in 
relationship to the use or non-use of the seat belts by students. 


The system prepared itself for participation in a Department of 
Education special education audit in December. Several months of 
work culminated in an on-sight review of the manner in which the 
school system delivers its services to special needs students. 
Extensive interviews of school committee, staff and parents were a 
part of the audit process. The state will release the audit 
findings in early 1987. 


The School Committee authorized changes in its budget process that 
now require extensive reviews of projected staff needs prior to 
the actual budget deliberations. In addition, the Committee 
Suggested the inclusion of a three year projection for textbooks 
and supplies that are needed to support the educational programs. 
These approaches coupled with a streamlining of the budget 
document should make the Committee's budget decision-making 
process more efficient. 


Natick Public Schools received a $19,098 grant to allow the School 
Committee to study the area of early childhood education. A study 


group composed of staff, private providers and parents is 
Currently gathering data and assessing the system's needs. The 
study committee will complete its initial report in June 1987.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


We are pleased to highlight some of the educational activities of 
the various schools for the calendar year 1986. The combination 
of the School Committee's direction and the professional staff's 
day-to-day efforts resulted in a sound educational program being 
available to the 4,998 students who are enrolled in the system. 


Nati Hi chool 
The entire staff involved itself in the self-evaluation of the 
programs and services in anticipation of the NEASC accreditional 


Visitation which will occur in October 1987. 


The school instituted a new reading skills program to strengthen 
the study skills of all students. 


The English Department reviewed and revised its curriculum for the 
2 & 3 level classes to increase the effectiveness of the program. 


The Art Department saw two of its students' works receive awards 
in the Globe's Scholastic Art Contest. 


All departments participated with the REVAP coordinator to sponsor 
career days within the respective departments. 


The Special Education Department's co-teaching program has proved 
to be one of the most effective means of mainstreaming within the 
high school setting. 


The Science Department enrolled 84% of the student body in its 
several courses, the highest percentage of participation in 
science courses in the history of the school. 


The Foreign Language Department provided a host of trips to 
foreign countries to broaden the language experiences of our 
students. 


The Social Studies Department working in conjunction with the IMC 
sponsored a successful commemoration of National Women's History 
Month in March. 


The Mathematics Department reports more than 99% of the student 
body enrolled in its courses. 


The Business Education Department has developed a very strong and 
effective working relationship with the local business community. 


The Sassamon won recognition for the quality of its reporting in 
a university-sponsored competition. 


Kennedy and Wilson Middle Schools 


Students from both schools had the opportunity to see the Opera 


Company's Daughter of the Regiment and The Jumping 
Frog of Calaveras County. 


Both schools inaugurated Drug & Alcohol Education Committees 
composed of staff and parents. 


A broad range of intra-mural and activities programs took place at 
the middle schools during this year. 


The two schools continue to accommodate large numbers of students 
in their respective bands. 


The Elementary Schools 


The Elementary Library Division continues to do yeoman work in its 
Support of the six elementary school library facilities on a 
budget that is one-third of the national average. 


The cooperation of the Natick Arts Council, the Cultural Arts 
Committee, the School Committee and building principals and local 
PTOs brought a host of cultural programs to all the elementary 
schools. 


The elementary school staffs have given much effort to provide the 
mainstreaming of children in the sub-Separate classes within the 
several schools. 


The Service Teams within each of the schools are developing and 
implementing appropriate drug & alcohol education programs for the 
students. 


The Lilja School community worked "overtime" to sponsor a float 
for the July 4th Parade. Their efforts won them a trophy. 


All schools participated in a math problem solving training 
program for teachers. Johnson School served as host and learning 
lab for the faculty members. 


System-wide Services 


The Department of Special Education served 638 students in a 
variety of settings from resource-rooms to hospital schools. 


The Psychological Services Department has provided support for a 
number of school-based programs ranging from counselling to the 
preparation of grant materials. 


The assistant superintendent and the building principals 
implemented a new budget development process that requires the use 
of three-year planning cycles. 


All elementary and middle schools staff are participaing in an 
inservice program to make teachers more cognizant of the different 
learning styles of students. 


Major administrative changes occured as a result of the 
resignations and retirements of principals, directors and 
department heads. 


Major building renovations continue to be the thrust of the 
Business Office with the support of the School Committee. 


Continued refinement of the various transitions programs were a 
major focus of the Department of Guidance and Counseling. 


The Department of Computer Education has worked with middle school 


teachers to develop and implement computer application units for 
grades 6 and 7. 
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Many community-based organizations support the schools with 
programs, services and scholarships. These groups are worthy of 
praise. We thank our teachers for the day-to-day efforts they 
make in the classrooms, gyms and laboratories to educate the 
children of this town. We thank the parents for their interest in 
and support of the schools.

This is my final report to the Town of Natick as Chief of Police. 
I was appointed a permanent police officer in 1949 and I will 
retire on June 39, 1987. 


I want to take this opportunity to express my sincere appreciation 
to my staff and members of the department for their dedication and 
cooperation during my tenure as Chief of Police. I also want to 
extend my thanks to the citizens of Natick for their encouragement 
and cooperation. As a person who has spent his entire life in 
Natick, it was a privilege and honor to have served as your Police 
Chief. 


When I was appointed a police officer in 1949, the department 
consisted of 19 full time employees. There was 1171 complaints 
received that required investigation. A total of 6982 arrests were 
made, many of these were for drunkenness which is not a crime 
today, and there were 282 motor vehicle accidents. The budget for 
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the year was $63,719.62. There were two police patrol cars and 
the population of Natick was about 16,000. 


In 1986 the department has 63 full time and 21 part time 
employees. There were 12,134 complaints which required 
investigation and a total of 991 arrests were made. There were 
1,417 motor vehicle accidents. The budget for fiscal 87 is 
$2,182,347.00. 


The year 1986 probably shows the most significant reductions of 
Crime during my tenure as Police Chief. Comparing some of the 
Crime categories shows that there was a large reduction for the 
following: 


1985 1986 
Breaking and Entering 186 134 
Larcenies 619 503 
Robberies down one from 1985 
Aggravated Assaults 68 30 
Stolen Motor Vehicles 35 Ze 


Considering that we have a large shopping complex and several 
hotels in the area, these numbers indicate that officers on 
constant patrol, with high visibility, are obviously a deterrent 
to the car thieves and potential criminals in this area. 


After many years of frustration with an antiquated radio system a 
new one was installed this year. Natick joined the Boston area 
police emergency radio network (BAPERN). This system allows the 
department to communicate directly with 47 other police 
departments on the system. It is designed to accommodate 
unlimited growth by providing basic networks for special 
participating departments, and to share special purpose channels. 


The first priority for the new year is the installation of a 

computer system. This will eliminate much paperwork and will 
allow police officers and office personnel time to use their 

energies in other areas. 


Accreditation of police departments throughout the country is 
Starting to receive recognition. One town has already been 
accredited in Massachusetts and others will follow. In the long 
run accreditation of a department will act as an insurance policy 
against liability claims against the town. The fee is nominal and 
it would require the commitment of one officer for about one year. 
It will also require approval of the collective bargaining units. 


The police station was constructed in 1938. Since that time we 
have shared the building with the District Court, however in May 
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of this year the court will move to new quarters, leaving the 
entire upstairs available for the much needed expansion of the 
police department. Eventually there will have to be renovations 
made to the inside of the building, but before that time changes 
will be made to improve the working conditions of the employees.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


SANITATION DIVISION 


During 1986 the Town experimented with various alternates in an 
attempt to improve rubbish collections by alternating routes, 
unfortunately, many residents were not aware of the changes and 
confusion resulted in the operations. Hopefully with further 
study and adequate funding a fair and equitable collection 
schedule wil be implemented. 


LANDFILL DIVISION 


Work continued on the slopes in compliance with DEQE requirements, 
a new D-7 dozer was leased to improve daily operations and metal 
is no longer being accepted due to the fact that the contractor 
terminated his services with the Town thus requiring a study and 
search to determine how this service can be continued. It is 
anticipated that when a new contractor is secured new rules will 
be implemented as it applies to the acceptance of metals at the 
Landfill site. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION 


The annual maintenance and oiling schedule was expanded during 
1986 which included a crack sealing, catch basin cleaning and 
strict road sweeping programs. Numerous street and traffic signs 
were erected or replaced. Plowing and sanding operations 
continued during the winter months. 


WATER DIVISION 
During 1986 1,671,711,998 gallons of water were pumped. 
Approximately 1159 feet of 2" water pipe was replaced with 6" 


ductile iron pipe, 25 hydrants were replace and 74 were repaired. 
All water mains were flushed during the summer. 535 water meters 
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were replaced with outside reading devices. 33 new water services 
were installed and 56 services were relaid. Approximately 176 
leaks in mains and services were repaired. 


SEWER DIVISION 


All sewer mains were flushed, 2 sewer pumping stations were 
rehabilitated. 37 sewer stubs were installed. 


LAND, FACILITIES §& NATURAL RESOURCES 


This division was extremely busy in 1986 with the continued 
maintenance of ballfields, benches, courts, fences, playgrounds, 
Shrubbery and trees at the Town's 1699 grounds, parks and 
recreational facilities. In addition to the ongoing work, the 
division was responsible for the installation of the Memorial 
School playground and a new Loker Park playground Tot-Lot 
multi-purpose unit, the renovation of the High School home team 
bleacher understructure, major court renovation/restoration of the 
Brown and East Basketball Tennis Courts and the installatin of 
player benches and traffic safety barriers at 19 different town 
fields. 


The Tree Division was busy, not only with post-hurricane Gloria 
cleanup in 1986, but dealt with the following tree issues: the 
take down of 69 dead trees with Boston Edison and the renovation 
of trees and shrubs in Grove Park, Dam Park, Cole School Woods and 
Boden Lane Cemetary. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION 


Bid contracts were prepared for Hartford Street curbing; cement 
concrete sidewalks on Cottage, Webster and West Central Streets; 
and a storm drain easement line from Oak Street and Wellesley 
Road. 


Coordinated the in-house construction intercepting street 
subdrains, parking lots and the completion of a sewer main 
extension which had been abandoned by a contractor. 


Supervised the completion of the abandoned Tom's Hill subdivision 
and initiated action toward the calling of other bonds for 
subdivisions and private ways.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


The following communicable diseases were reported to the Board of 
Health in 1986:

Home visits made for contagion and other related matters totalled 
1,264. Tine and Mantoux tests for TB totalled 195. 14 were 
positive reactors; 6 individuals were placed on chemoprophylaxis, 
to be checked every 3-4 months for 9-18 months as indicated by 
progress. 


A total of 38 babies attended the Board of Health's Well Child 
conferences, and 78 various immunizations were administered. 


There were 11 premature births reported for 1986. No applications 
for financial aid were received. Premature and post partum home 
visits totalled 82. 


Forty-five weekly Blood Pressure Screening Clinics were held. 319 
residents attended and 41 were referred to their private 
physicians. 


Three flu Clinics were held according to State guidelines. A 
total of 982 residents were inoculated. 


Skin Cancer Screeening Clinics were held in April and September. 
75 residents were screened and 54 were referred to their private 
physicians. 


Additional screenings were conducted for Diabetes and Glaucoma. 
The Public Health Nurse represented the Board of Health at the 
Interagency Child Abuse & Neglect Workshops and at Mass. Dept. of 


Public Health workshops on Aids, Tuberculosis, Lead Poisoning, 
Viral Hepatitis and Communicable & Sexually Transmitted Diseases. 
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The annual Rabies Clinics were held in May; a total of 322 dogs 
and cats were inoculated, and $1,289 in fees were returned to the 
Town Treasury. 


One cat, six racoons, and two bats were tested for rabies at the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Health Laboratory after developing 
neurologic signs of the disease. The tests all were negative for 
rabies. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for various 
licenses, permits, and inspections totalled $21,931.59. 


A total of 7,334 doses of various biologics were distributed to 
Natick physicians during 1986. 


A total of 638 inspections were conducted of 293 food 
establishments of all types, including restaurants, markets, 
bakeries, caterers, clubs, shcools, canteen trucks, food 
Manufacturers and fairs. A total of 2,958 inspections, complaint 
investigations, progress inspections, and field consultations were 
made by Board of Health staff relative to environmental sanitation 
and other public health matters. Water testing totalled 164 
individual tests. 


A total of 35 Show Cause Hearings, Court Cases, and Administrative 
Hearings were necessary in 1986. One retail food permit was 
suspended and one restaurant was closed. 


The inspectional staff attended seminars on Underground Storage 
Tanks, Mosquito Control, Swimming Pool Sanitation, Housing Code 
and Enforcement, the Lead Paint Law, and Restaurant Sanitation. 


The 1986 mosquito control program began with larvae dippings 
starting in late March. Biological, non-chemical larvicides were 
applied to accessible areas when dipping counts indicated. On May 
16th, 788 acres of inacessible breeding areas were treated by 
helicopter with Bti granules, a biological non-toxic control 
material. Due to mechanical problems with our truck, the ULV 
sprayer was not operational for most of the season. Adult 
mosquito control was limited to treatment by backpack sprayer. 

The truck has now been replaced and we look forward to a more 
successful season in 1987. 


Implementation of the Underground Storage Tank Bylaw continued 
during 1986. Nine older tanks were removed. Near the end of the 
year notices were sent to owners of over 98 older tanks ordering 
that they be tested for leakage. In addition, the Board of Health 
has introduced an article into the 1987 Spring Annual Town Meeting 
requesting funds for the testing of 26 Town-owned underground 
storage tanks. 
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On April 12th, the Board of Health sponsored Natick's first 
Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day at the Clean Harbors 
Storage facility on Mercer Road. Sixty-two 55 gallon drums, 
eleven 5-gallon, and ten 3@8-gallon containers of hazardous 
materials were collected, sorted, and properly disposed of which 
would otherwise have found their way in the Natick landfill. 

Clean Harbors of Natick, Inc. donated the labor and disposal costs 
which came to $18,135. Our next collection day will be on May 2, 
1987.

The office 
building located on Commonwealth Road is completed as is the new 
shopping plaza on East Central Street. The condominiums in the 
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baseball factory should be completed shortly. A new apartment 
building, with parking garage, on Summer Street, Downtown, should 
be started shortly.

BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Board of Assessors respectfully submits its annual report for 
the year ending December 31, 1986. 


Mr. Nicholas Arthur was re-elected to the Board and at the Board's 
March meeting was elected Clerk of the Board, Mr. Edward A. 
Herosian was elected Chairman and Mr. Steven E. Adams was elected 
Vice-Chairman. The Board of Assessors meets regularly on Monday 
evenings during the year with some extra meetings held 
intermittently as the heavy work load required more attention. 


Fiscal year 1986 was a recertification year which meant that all 
values of properties in Town were upgraded to comply with the 
State Statute which requires that every city or town bring it's 
values up to fair market value on a triennial basis. When the 
values have been ascertained, a request is made to the Department 
of Revenue for a physical review by members of their staff. The 
overall program took an extended period of time requiring the 
implementation of estimated tax bills with the final bills being 
sent out in May of 1986. The long time period of this project 
delayed the implementation of materials for setting the 1987 tax 
rate as the necessary work done in January to June period was 
delayed until after July of 1986. The office personnel worked 
Many extra hours to assemble the necessary information and to 
enter it properly into the computer program. Only the dedicated 
services of the office personnel allowed us to produce bills prior 
to the end of the year. 


We continue our activity in the County & State Assessors 
Associations to keep abreast of the many requirements and changing 
laws affecting the assessment field. There are many new laws 
proposed each year that are important to this office. We continue 
to be in contact with our local representatives in the State House 
to assure the best interests of the Town are promoted pertaining 
to taxation matters. 
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To our office force, the assistance of other Town departments and 
to the taxpayers who supported us in our efforts to provide 
equitable assessments throughout Natick, we express our sincere 
thanks.

BOARD OF APPEALS 


In 1986 significant changes in our Zoning By-laws resulted in the 
filing of 157 petitions for hearing with the Board of Appeals. 
Many of these applications pertained to the issue of Site Plan 
Approval, and the Board anticipates that under the Aquifer 
Protection District, enacted by Town Meeting in 1986, their 
caseload will be further increased. The Board has also dealt with 
numerous petitions for multi-family construction and conversion 
this year, within the Downtown Mixed Use District. 


The Baseball Factory located on Walnut Street has received ZBA 
approval and is in the process of converting this factory to 
accommodate a total of 218 condominiums, which will contain (17) 
2-bedroom and (3) l1-bedroom units provided additional parking will 
be provided off-site, for tenant parking. Properties on School 
Street and South Main Street have received approval to raze 
existing buildings to make way for two structures, that will 
comprise a total of 18 Townhouse units, with garages and surface 
parking. Still another project located on Summer Street has 
received approval and the existing structures will be razed and a 
multi-family residence constructed, with underground parking, and 
will comprise a total of 4@ units. 


Pending before the Board is also a petition (known as Natick 
Place) seeking to construct approximately 197 units of 
multi-family dwellings, directly across from the Town Hall, 
together with buildings that will contain office and retail space. 
A petition involving the Natick Mill Property, located on North 
Main Street, in an Industrial I Zone, in close proximity to Natick 
Center, also has a petition pending before the Board, to convert 
the buildings on the site, into approximately 93 multi-family 
residential units, and it has been represented that rents will be 
moderately priced. 
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Most of the proposed multi-family housing, townhouses, and 
condominiums are on properties located in the downtown area and 
for which this special Downtown Mixed Use zone was created. The 
Board is carefully reviewing each project on its merits. 
Specifically, the intent of the special zoning was to allow for 
new use, such as housing, in order to stimulate new development 
and strengthen the market base of existing and new businesses in 
this area. 


While the Board is aware of the need for affordable housing in our 
community, and of an opportunity to expand residential occupancies 
in an area that is convenient to shopping, churches and public 
transportation, they must give careful consideration to the affect 
it will have on the character of the town and also the resultant 
effect on the environment. Parking appears to be one of the major 
issues and we believe the manner in which the multi-family units 
are developed will be extremely important to the value of all 
properties and the future of the Town of Natick. 


The Board will make every effort to insure that each proposal will 
be consistent with the intent and purpose, of the Downtown Mixed 
Use Zoning By-law. 


The Board submitted an article to amend the Zoning By-laws, under 
use 49, of Section IIIA, to the 1986 Annual Fall Town Meeting, to 
relieve the need for persons known as Daycare Providers and 
licensed by the State Commonwealth of Mass, Department of 
Children, to also be required to appear before the ZBA for a 
special permit for approval for the same purpose, (caring for 
children in a private residence), which was at that time a 
requirement under our zoning provisions. The Board felt that 
having a small day care facility, seek two approvals, by different 
agencies, wasS an over-regulation and Town Meeting by a vote of 
(86) in favor and (9) against, approved this amendment to our 
zoning by-laws. 


The Board would like to express their thanks and appreciation to 
Jon M. Beekman, who served for several years as an Associate 
Member of the ZBA, contributing his engineering expertise and 
time, which was a substantial asset to the work of the Board.

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PLANNING BOARD 


The activity before the Board continued at the frenzied pace of 
recent years, reflecting the unparalleled growth of the MetroWest 
area. 


The Board held 33 regularly scheduled meetings and 11 special 
meetings. Additionally nine scheduled site visits were held with 
numerous other unscheduled and informal visits to sites by various 
of the members. 


SUBDIVISIONS 


Oak Hill Road Estates - Off of Oak Hill Road north of Winter St. 
Four dwelling units were approved. 


Nonesuch Pond Estates - Off of Frost St. north of Winter St. 
Eleven dwelling units were approved, with a shortened road and 
some lots removed from the original proposal to protect Nonesuch 
Pond from unwanted surface runoff. 


Eastleigh - Off of Windsor Avenue near Skating Rink. Nineteen 
dwelling units were approved with a requirement that Windsor 
Avenue be rebuilt according to Town Specifications, connecting to 
West St. 


Oakland Terrace - Off of Oakland St. Extension east of West St. 
Five dwelling units were approved. 


East Central St.(Callahan) - Two additional Duplex units 
comprising four dwelling units were approved north of East Central 
ots 


Hamlet - North of Woodland and West of Union Sts. Seventy-two 
units are proposed. This site was the subject of a cluster plan 
proposal in 1985 which was rejected and is now under appeal. 
Informal discussions are ongoing in an effort to convince the 
developer to propose a revised cluster plan which would meet the 
objections voice at the public hearings. When such a plan is 
prepared, it is understood that the developer will file a new 
cluster plan for public hearing and pursue that instead of the 
subdivision plan filed on which the developer has requested 
extensions of time to allow for further planning discussions. 


Sanctuary - South of Morningside Ave. and East of Cottage St. 
Sixty units are proposed. This site was the subject of a cluster 
plan proposal in 1985 which was rejected and is now under appeal. 
The developer has requested extensions of time to allow for 
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consideration of the Hamlet site proposal prior to resuming 
discussion of this site. Both sites are owned by the Fafard 
companies. 


Shoppers World - A subdivision plan for this large well-known 
shopping mall was submitted but the developer has requested 
continued extensions prior to asking for public hearings to be 
held. 


SUBDIVISION NOT REQUIRED PLANS 


A total of 42 plans not requiring subdivision were submitted to 
the Board for approval. Thirty-nine of such plans were signed. 


ADVISORY OPINIONS TO THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Zoning Board of Appeals referred 155 petitions requiring a 
variance, special permit or site plan review to the Planning Board 
for comment. Each of these petitions or applications were 
reviewed by the Planning Board, and in most of them the Board gave 
written and/or oral testimony to the Board of Appeals of its views 
on the issues. 


SITE PLAN REVIEWS - SPECIAL PERMITS 


The Planning Board functions as a Special Permit Granting 
Authority with respect to certain large scale development. The 
Zayre Corporation proposal for building 525,000 sq. ft. of new 
office space on land extending from Natick into Framingham found 
the Board attempting to cooperate with its counterpart in 
Framingham to deal with common issues of the development and its 
effect on other developments in the two and surrounding towns. No 
cooperation was forthcoming and the Planning Board rendered its 
decision of approval with conditions which attempted to improve 
the Speen St. - Route 398 Intersection and adjacent entryways into 
the Zayre porperty, and provided funds to the Town of Framingham 
to help it in its design of the improvements to the intersection. 


Another development proposed for land running between Natick and 
Framingham which is known as Westpark (proposing three office 
buildings and a hotel) also resulted in the Planning Board seeking 
cooperation with the Town of Framingham Planning Board, which 
ignored its repeated invitation to meet together and explore the 
problems involved while still reserving unto themselves their 
respective decision making authority. Again, no interest was 
shown, even though many members of the Natick Planning Board 
attended hearings before the Framingham Board. The neighborhood 
was actively involved in the issues affecting them resulting from 
the proposal. After a settlement was reached on the Natick side 
of the issues, the Board issued its decision granting site plan 
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approval and subdivision approval with respect to the the first 
office building to be sited in Framingham but reached through a 
road from the Natick side. 


INFORMAL DISCUSSIONS WITH DEVELOPERS 


The Zoning Bylaws urge developers to bring their proposals in the 
informal stage before the Board for discussion which tends to 
allow such proposals to reflect staff and planning input of the 
Town, as well as some citizen input prior to the filing of formal 
plans for the advertising of public hearings. Many such meetings 
took place before the Board, with citizens in attendance and with 
subcommittees of the Board. 


PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE ZONING BY-LAWS 


In 1986 the Planning Board proposed several bylaw changes which 
were adopted. The Office and Professional ("AP") District 
definitions were modified to permit clustering of multifamily 
units as a means of creating additional housing units at lower 
costs then single family detached homes. This use is optional and 
once chosen, restricts the site to such use. Land extending from 
the East side of Union St. and running around the corner at 
Lincoln Square to the Lincoln School was rezoned to permit such 
use. The Planning Board opposed the Aquifer Protection District 
Bylaw as originally submitted to the May Special Town Meeting #2. 
In its opposition the Board asked that the matter be referred back 
for restudy and rework for submittal to the Fall Town Meeting. 
Several members of the Planning Board and the Conservation 
Commission spent many hours during the hot summer months in 
discussion and constructive revision to bring the bylaw back for 
the Fall Session of the Annual Town Meeting where it was adopted. 
Since the Town is totally dependent upon its wells for its water 
supply, this progressive bylaw will help protect that water 
resource to that extent possible by regulations. The experience 
of such discussions brought home to the Board how fragile this 
resource is, since despite regulations it can still be destroyed 
by spills of hazardous substances and in attention to the 
regulations. It is hoped that the bylaw will become better known 
to the citizens of the Town whom it seeks to serve.

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METROWEST GROWTH MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 


Natick is an active participant in the planning activities of the 
MetroWest Growth Management Committee (MWGMC). Formed in 1985, 
the MWGMC is an alliance of eight towns -- Ashland, Framingham, 
Natick, Southborough, Sudbury, Wayland, Wellesley and Weston. 
MWGMC functions as a subregion of the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council (MAPC). During 1986, Marlborough was granted Associate 
Member (non-voting) status. 


The MetroWest Growth Management Committee was established in 
recognition of: 


1) the increasing complexity of growth and development in 
the region, and 

2) the inter-relatedness of local decisions pertaining to 
this growth and development. 


The MWGMC seeks to minimize the negative impacts of growth and 
development in the region, the most visible of which is traffic 
congestion. With office space provided by Natick, a Strategic 
Planning Grant from the Executive Office of Communities and 
Development and contributions from MAPC and other member towns, 
the MWGMC has a professional planning staff to assist in its 
activities. 


During 1986 the MWGMC provided: 


a) a forum for enhanced and regular communication among the 
members--permitting regional approaches to 
decision-making, shared information on pending 
developments and an exchange of ideas to help solve local 
problems, 


b) information on "State of the art" growth management 
techniques, some of which have been incorporated into 
proposed traffic improvements, 


c) MetroWest Speed and Delay Traffic Analysis of the 
region's road network with information on all proposed 
traffic improvements, 


d) Coordination and lobbying for a successful amendment of 
the Subdivision Control Act, permitting local Planning 
Boards more adequate review time for complex development 
proposals,

e) Timely information and critique of projects of regional 
significance to the Executive Office of Environmental 
Affairs (EOEA) through the Massachusetts Environmental 
Protection Act (MEPA) process, 


In addition, the MetroWest Planning Office has served as a 
resource for Natick's citizens, the town planner and town board 
members on a wide range of issues including answers to questions 
on land use, planning and zoning, state policies and program 
information, etc. 


Through its alliance with the other members of the MetroWest 
Growth Management Committee, Natick has access to more information 
with which to make local decisions and Natick has a greater 
ability to influence development decisions as they affect the 
future of the region.

METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 


Natick is a valued member of the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council (MAPC), which consists of 181 cities and towns in the 
metropolitan Boston area. Natick's contribution of 18.1 per 
capita (for this year, $5,344) helped to provide technical 
assistance to Natick and other member communities. With Natick's 
participation, the Council was able to continue its involvement in 
land use, economic development, housing, transportation, 
environmental preservation issues, forming and implementing 
policies which benefit the metropolitan region. 


During 1986, the Town of Natick requested specific assistance 
with: 


* The MetroWest Housing Study 
* The MetroWest Speed and Delay Study 
* The Route 9 Corridor Planning Study

In addition, Town of Natick benefitted from the following regional 
plans, policies, and programs: 


* the update of the statewide MDPW State Highways Map; 

* update of the Transportation Improvement Program, required 
to maintain eligibility for federal highway funds. 

* a study of Route 128 and surrounding communities, still in 
progress; 

* the study of the shortfall of local funds for roadway 
maintenance; 

* the Traffic Volume Data File, a comprehensive collection of 


traffic volume, counts and other information useful to 
highway planning departments and other engineers; 

* MAPC's Pavement Management Manual, a project to help highway 
superintendents determine how to efficiently expend local 
roadway budgets. 


Several other publications were also produced by MAPC which were 


also beneficial to Natick. Inclusionary Housing and Linkage 


Programs in Metropolitan Boston, a useful guide for communities 
concerned with the issues of affordable housing; The Community 


Profile Series, published by MAPC's Economic Development and Data 
Analysis department, contains demographic data, including 
population and employment projections, municipal finances, 
industrial and commercial surveys, land use maps (with comparisons 
to 1958), and other information for Natick, as well as 189 other 
communities. 


As the Natick MAPC representative, it has been an unique 
Opportunity to participate in some of the planning issues that 


involve the Town and its 198 neighboring communities in the 
metropolitan Boston area.

DIRECTOR OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


I hereby submit my Annual Report of Veteran's Services and 
Benefits for the year ending December 31, 1986. 


Veterans' Services - This department, as always, filed many 
claims to the Veterans Administration for veterans and widows, 
widowers and dependent children. 


This year this office filed many different forms such as 21-526 
forms for pension and compensation; 21-1999, 22-1999 forms for 
education benefits; 29-4125 settlement for insurance, over $808,000 
in claims were filed through this office; change of address, 
22-572 forms; 21-8916 is the new income form Eligibility 
Verification Report, without these reports the veterans, widows 
and dependent children could lose their pensions. This office 
filed 49-1339 forms for bronze markers; 21-5308 for burial 
allowances; 26-1889 forms for certificates for G.I. Loans; 23-22 
Power of Attorney; 188 forms pertaining to military records and 
DD219 forms for correction of military or naval records. The 
29-336 form is for Designation of Beneficiary and Optional 
Settlement; 19-19 forms for V.A. hospitals and outpatient clinics; 
19-18D CHAMPVA forms. These are only a few of the forms that are 
filed through this office for the benefit of veterans and their 
dependents. 


By filing for these benefits the Town of Natick was credited 
$252,925.88, these monies go directly to the veterans, widows, 
widowers and dependent children. This means a great saving for 
the Town of Natick and the taxpayer.

Veterans Benefits - This office gave financial assistance to 419 
people this past year. We had 4,535 walk-in and telephone 
contracts for the year. 


As in previous reports the Director's responsibility is to make 
Sure that each case is thoroughly investigated and that all 
documents are in each file. 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts reimburses the Cities and Towns 
75% of the amount aided. 


This year, six assignments and voluntary assignments were 
discharged in the amount of $4,187.26 being turned over to the 
Treasurer of the Town of Natick. 


This office keeps in close contact with the Social Security Office 
in Framingham so that we can keep up with the many changes in that 
program. We can advise our veterans and dependents how, when and 
where to file for a particular benefit such as Social Security 
Retirement, Social Security Disability or Supplemental Security 
Income. 


The veteran must have an Honorable Discharge or Under: Honorable 
Conditions to be eligible for benefits under Chapter 115 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws by which the Veterans' Aid Program is 
governed. 


As I have stated in prior reports, this office is a "one-stop" 
center for all veterans and dependents. This office explores 
every avenue of resource available to them and makes them aware 
of their entitlements. 


For complete details, list of expenditures and receipts of the 
Department of Veterans' Services and Benefits, I refer to you to 
the report of the Town Comptroller.

MORSE INSTITUTE 


As of April 30, 1986 our patrons began using the blue, plastic 
Minuteman Library Network cards and we began automated circulation 
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and inter-library loan service. The use of the 2 million plus 
record database has proved to be extremely effective as use of the 
inter-library loan process has quickly doubled and our circulation 
routines have become streamlined. 


1986 has not been all automation. Our Children's Library has 
offered preschool storyhours, a summer reading program entitled 
"Summer of the Stars," two film series, storycraft programs for 
the early elementary aged children, and the introduction of Silver 
Apple Storytime, a bedtime storyhour for families. 


The library began a videotape collection which has circulated a 
beginning collection of about 9% tapes at the rate of about 699 
circulations a month. 


Outreach services continued with the bookmobile visits to schools 
and neighborhoods and our Reference Librarian has continued 
monthly visits to area nursing homes. 


Our Technical Services Department reports the addition of some 
55898 books to the collection and the Circulation Departments 
reports a total circulation of more than 202,000 items. Wednesday 
afternoon and evening movies have been a regular feature over the 
entire year thanks entirely to the generosity and dedication of 
Mr. Edward J. Kingsbury who has donated the resources and time to 
make the movies happen for the more than 2,298 people who have 
enjoyed them. 


With the achievements of 1986 behind us, the Library Staff looks 
forward to continuing to work on the goal of providing the best 
possible library service for the community of Natick. Among the 
objectives planned for the next and following years are: 


- Making the Library building completely accessible for 
the handicapped. We are now installing a chair-lift 
into the Main Library and plan to adapt a handicapped 
accessible toilet facility. 


- Developing our collections to better meet the needs of 
our patrons by buying more materials in underdeveloped 
subject area. This work will be done in conjunction 
with other libraries in the Minuteman Library Network. 


- Increasing our services for families by providing a 
series of family storyhours on Monday evenings. 


- Developing a public access computer catalog. Access 


to the MLN database is now through staff operated 
terminals. 
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- Making more non-print materials, particularly the 
popular videotapes, available to our patrons and 
providing a video station for in-library use of the 
videos. 


- Developing the literacy instruction program for adults 
by providing the necessay staff time and meeting 
space. 


- Continuing improvements to the interior of the library 
so that the building is user-friendly and modern. 


- Replacing the twenty year old school bookmobile. 


These are but a few of the objectives we will be working on over 
the coming years. The Library Staff, as always, makes it a number 
One goal to provide service that is friendly and pertinent to the 
needs of the library patrons.

BACON FREE LIBRARY 


In 1986 the Library saw the completion of the project to renovate 
and insulate the building's windows. The results of this project 
are not only aesthetically pleasing but also conducive to better 
heating of the century-old building. In addition to this major 
project, repairs were also made to the roof and to the chain link 
fence bordering Mill Lane. 


September brought to a close Winfield A. Peterson, Jr.'s three 
years of service as chairman of the Board of Trustees. His 
interest, enthusiasm, and guidance have left their mark on this 
M@istitution. His concern for the Library continues. Charles F. 
Lovejoy was elected to succeed Win as chairman. 


On December 31, 1986, Robert M. White ended 22 years on the Board. 


His friendship for and interest in the Library will not change. 
Gael M. Burns joined the Board as a new trustee. 
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In August the Board hired a new librarian, Anne Feen, to fill the 
vacancy left by Rose Tanzilli's resignation after three years of 
service to the community. Both she and Win Peterson were 
recognized at a reception in their honor in November. 


Story Hour for 3-5 year olds has continued on Thursday mornings 
from 19-11 A.M. The youngsters enjoy stories, films and crafts. 
The Summer Reading Program was successful and culminated in a 
costume party where each child came dressed as his favorite 
storybook character. Friends of the Library under the leadership 
of Mari Lou Miller, Louisa Caswell, Carolyn Zani and Deborah Aber 
have organized parties and crafts for the children. 


The Natick Historical Society Museum and Library, housed on the 
lower level of the library building, continues to attract visitors 
and students of all ages to this repository of historical material 
significant to Natick. A dedicated volunteer staff, under the 
direction of Anne Schaller, work at organizing and maintaining the 
collection of Indian implements, old photographs, maps 
genealogical resource material, historical manuscripts, and local 
artifacts. The continuing goal of the Society is to enlarge and 
refine their collections. 


The Bacon Free Library, in the short term, will continue updating 
the collection with the latest fiction, non-fiction, new 
periodicals, reference materials, and tapes. There are plans to 
install a fire escape for the building and to make some necessary 
repairs to the chimney, furnace, and ceilings. 


In the long term, the Trustees intend to enhance the usefulness of 
the Library to the community through better knowledge of users' 
needs and interests. In addition, carpeting for the library and a 
computer for access to the Library network are being considered. 


The Bacon Free Library continues to serve South Natick and the 
surrounding area by offering a unique collection of local history, 
contemporary literature, reference materials, periodicals, 
classical cassette tapes as well as books, games, tapes, films and 
programs for young people. The librarian and her assistants, 
Priscilla Duval and Peg Huard, are available to assist patrons 
during open hours: Monday (2-5:308); Tuesday (9:39-11:38), 
(2-8:30); Wednesday (2-5:30); Thursday (9:38-11:30), (2-5:30); 
Friday (2-5:30); and Saturday (10-2) (except summers).

Quinobin Regional Vocational Technical School, 99% Washington 
Street, Wellesley, MA opened for its ninth year of operations on 
September 4, 1986, with an enrollment of 107: 42 students from 
Dedham; 28 students from Milton; 35 students from Natick; and 2 
students from Wellesley. 


Students are enrolled in all of Quinobin's 19 programs: 
Cabinetmaking; Carpentry; Commercial Art; Computer Science; 
Culinary Art; Electrical; Electronics; Horticulture/Forestry; HVAC 
(Heating, Ventilation and Air Conditioning); and Masonry. 


The Vocational Resource Tutor Program, now in its fifth year, has 

been assumed by the District, in the absence of federal funds, and 
presently has two fulltime resource tutor aides working with Math 

and English remediation. 


The "Week-About" program is now in its second year, with three 
District towns sending students to Quinobin every other week for 
vocational training. Week-About has worked out well, enabling 
students more continuity on outside projects, and allowing more 
flexibility for job placement through the school Co-op Program. 
The new schedule has allowed the District more time to provide 
related instruction in each of the program areas. 


Quinobin is again offering options to seniors in Horticulture, 
Culinary Arts, Electronics and Computer Science for early 
admission to the Massachusetts Bay Community College program 
leading to an associate's degree. 


Students who meet the college admissions criteria can attend 


Massachusetts Bay the second half of their senior year, also 
receiving credit towards their high school diploma. 
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During this past school year, Dedham petitioned the District to be 
allowed to withdraw. As the result of meetings with the four 
sending towns and an analysis of the student population decline 
and the cost escalation, the School Committee has voted to 
recommend the member towns consider dissolving the District and 
seek vocational education elsewhere. 


A vote on this will be taken during the 1986-87 school year at 
Town Meetings in each of the District communities. If this 
recommendation is approved, the 1986-87 school year will be the 
last year of operation at Quinobin. 


HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


In 1986, three faces changed on the Historic District Commission. 
Robert Egan resigned having served six years. F. Lucille Harris 
did not seek reappointment. The Historic District Commission 
takes this opportunity to thank Miss Harris for her fifteen years 
vigilance of State and local activities pertaining to the concerns 
of the Historic District Commission and for her three years as 
secretary. 


George Lamprey died. He was, for ten years, Commission Historian 
for the John Eliot Historic District. 


Replacements for the above membership are W. Joseph Jennings, 
Patricia Marr, and Dean Rosenkranz. 


The Historic District Commission noted with regret, also, the 
death of Walter B. Hacker who served the John Eliot Historic 
District Study Committee, the forerunner of this Commission. 


The function of the Historic District Commission is to administer 
requests for changes in the external appearance of properties 
within Natick's two historic districts as required of it under 
Chapter 49C MGL and the Town By-laws. 


In 1986, an application for a Certificate of Hardship was denied 
the Sacred Heart Church, John Eliot Historic District, for steeple 
repairs because the Commissioners felt: a) the use of asphalt 
shingles to replace the original slate deregated from the intent 
of Chapter 40C; and b) funding for slate replacement had not been 
fully explored and thus a hardship was not shown.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The permissive legislation allowing cities and towns to establish 
Councils for the Aging was the acts of 1956, Chapter 495. 
Authorization for local Councils then required a City Council Act 
or Town Meeting vote. 


Eleven members serve on the local Council, ten of them after 
appointment by the Board of Selectmen, for three year terms. The 
other member, as mandated by the General Laws, is a representative 
from the Recreation Department. 


The Council holds regular meetings, open to the public, on the 
second Monday of each month at 2:90 P.M. at the Natick Senior 
Center. 


Special meetings are held as needed after proper notification to 
the Town Clerk's office. 


The basic purposes of local Council are: 


To identify the total needs of the community's elderly 
population; 

To express these needs to the community and enlist the 
Support and participation of the total population; 

To design, promote or implement services to fill these needs 
and coordinate existing services. 


Having ground floor level spacious rooms, we can expand existing 
programs such as health and economic seminars and add new ones. 
We can now proudly take our turn with other communities in having 
Council Consortium and Nutrition Committee meetings. 


Favorable consideration for State funding, for a year, enabled us 
to establish the position of Director of Volunteers. 
"Volunteerism", whether services, donations or material goods, 
continues to be so vital to our survival. 


For the immediate future we hope to provide or enhance a 
transportation system, portal to portal, to fulfill needs for 
medical visits, shopping or visits to hospital or nursing home 
confined relatives or friends. Also the "lack of transportation 
housebound" can avail themselves of Senior Center services. 


An unmet need, presently being considered, is week end opening of 
the Senior Center and food service. 
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Anticipated needs and long range planning include:

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NATICK COMMUNITY FARM 


The major activity at the Natick Community Farm this year was the 
construction of the new Farm Workshop in collaboration with 
Quinobin Regional Vocational School. Close to 799 visitors a 
month toured the Farm, watched the sugaring operation, 
participated in educational programs or worked in the fields, pens 
and barn. We were particularly proud to show the Farm to 
representatives from Amesbury, Sharon and the Coolidge Center for 
Education who were interested in the Farm as a model of public and 
private cooperation. 


FARM PROGRAMS

Community Gardens 
FARM OPERATIONS 


Maple Syrup - Despite a dismal syruping season in Vermont, the 
Farm produced 68 gallons of maple syrup during a relatively short 
season. During the Fall, we rebuilt the arch-which is the 
foundation for the evaporating pans-out of cinder block and fire 
brick. Unfortunately, the rebuilt arch was not very satisfactory 
and one evaporating pan burned out so both will have to be 
replaced before the next season. As in years past, the syruping 
Operation draws a great number of visitors. In addition to an 
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average of 2@ drop-in visitors a day, over nine hundred children 
and adults came with tour groups during February and March. 


Plants - The '86 Summer season produced bumper crops of 
vegetables, flowers and berries. All produce was quickly sold at 
the market stand, during our weekly truck trip to the elderly 
housing and to the chef at the Wellesley College Alumni Club. The 
raised bed gardens designed for the handicapped were tended by 
SoM.AwkR.C. The greenhouse yielded over 7,988 seedlings, herbs 
and house plants. 


Animals - Our population of rabbits, laying hens, turkeys, cows, 
goats and pigs has remained constant and healthy during the year. 
Our flock of sheep was improved with the purchase of five new 
sheep with the intention of fencing in sections of pasture to 
allow appropriate rotation. Twenty-five chickens to raise for 
meat were purchased this Spring and will be housed in a new coop. 


FARM PROPERTY 


In June, 1986, the Natick Community Farm, Inc. signed a 
comprehensive agreement with the Town of Natick Selectmen and 
School Committee which includes an arrangement to lease the Farm 
property and buildings from the town. This lease agreement allows 
the Farm Board to then rent the living quarters of the new 
Workshop to a caretaker. 


The Barn was completely rewired; new doors, a new sink and water 
line, and security lights were installed. The turkey shed was 
moved and reparied in order to make room for the new Workshop. 
Quinobin carpentry students designed and constructed a new Market 
Stand. copnstruction of the Workshop began in the Fall and by the 
end of the school year, the students and teachers of Quinobin had 
compelted the exterior. They will do the outside siding and 
landscaping in Fall '86. Superior Management Associates have 
taken responsibility for completing the interior by the end of the 
Summer. 


FARM PERSONNEL 


The Farm Director, Lynda Simkins and Assistant Farm Director, 
Steve Rawson, are town employees receiving both benefits and 
salary through the Recreation and Human Services Department. The 
Farm Board reimburses the Town of Natick for 52% of the 
Assistant's salary. Farm personnel are supervised by the Director 
of Recreation and Human Services and are advised by the Farm 
Board. The Board pays for weekend labor as needed. Once the 
living quarters are complete in the Workshop, the Board will rent 
the space to a caretaker and supervise the duties of the 
Caretaker. 
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FARM FINANCES 


The FY'86 budget was projected at $21,998. The final expense 
figure was $22,821 and the final income was $18,796. The 
significant unanticipated expenses were the replacement of the 
evaporator pan, the higher cost of livestock care, and the 
increased electric bill due to security lighting. Total income 
from animals, syrup and crops was a recored high of $11,600.; 
revenue from programs and tours was $545 and income from 
contributions and fundraising events totalled $5,202. The low 
fundraising figure for the operating budget is related to the 
intensive effort to raise funds instead for the construction of 
the new Workshop. 


The new Farm Workshop, which will provide office, education and 
work space as well as restrooms and housing for the caretaker, 
will be functioning by Fall 1986. The budget for the construction 
of the Workshop is $55,000. The final figure for funds raised to 
build the Workshop is $59,275. The town contributed $15,000 for 
handicapped-accessible bathrooms; individuals contributions 
amounted to $6,775; businesses donated materials and $9,999 in 
funds; and four foundations awarded $19,869 in grants. Given the 
generous amount of donated materials, the Workshop will be 
completed as planned.

TREE WARDEN 


Approximately 111 dead or diseased trees were removed this year, 
51 were removed by public utilities and 4 were removed by the 
approved procedures under Chapter 87, M.G.L. 


The replacement of 123 public shade trees, that were lost by 
Hurricane Gloria in 1985, will take place in the Spring of 1987. 
The Town received $12,309 as a reimbursement grant from U.S. 
F.E.M.A. Unfortunately final receipt of this funding occurred too 
late in the Spring to allow for bidding and planting. Bidding and 
placement is now scheduled for early Spring, 1987. 


The passage of Chapter 765, Acts of 1985, and signed into law on 


January 7, 1986, has amended functions of the Bureau of Insect & 
Pest Control to broaden its powers to create within the Department 
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of Environmental Management, a new Bureau of Shade Tree Management 
& Pest Control. 


This legislative change will now allow local Tree Wardens & 
S.I.P.C. to participate in studies, practices and the technical 
and financial assistance available through the State Bureau of 
Shade Tree Management & Pest Control. 


Application for recertification under the National Arbor Day 
Foundation's "Tree City U.S.A. has been submitted. 


The prolonged State approval process has delayed implementing the 
$264,008 grant for the renovation of the Natick Common. It is 
hoped that final construction will be completed by September, 
1987. 


The selection and placement of new replacement planting stock 
continues to be a challenge in order to ensure maximum survival 
and continued adaptability to increasingly severe urban growing 
conditions. 


My thanks to the cooperative Town agencies and the general public 
for its support this year.

SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT & PEST CONTROL 


No major tree-related infestations were present in Natick this 
year. Minor outbreaks such as Anthracnose, a fungus which 
developes in hot, humid weather was evident. Nectria Canker, also 
a fungus, which forms cankers with a "target" shape in becoming 
increasingly evident on Birchs and Maples. 


These and other forms of insect and disease problems seem to be 
advanced by extreme climatic conditions or basic urban 
environmental stress situations. Some of these problems are only 
temporary, while others have severe long-term impacts on 
maintaining the health and vigor of our plant and tree 
communities. 


The use of resistant species, maintaining the health and vigor by 
proper pruning, fertilizing and spraying are viable methods of 


a) 


protection. This thinking and philosophy forms the basis of 
I.P.M., (Intregated Pest Management.) 


The passage of Chapter 765, Acts of 1985 will bring about a State 
Bureau of Shade Tree Management & Pest Control. This will allow 
for a board overview of State and community public shade tree 
problems and solutions and will develop closer contact with local 
Tree Wardens and S.I.P.C.'s and State regulatory, educational and 
Support agencies. I believe that this will be a forward step for 
all of lus’:

LAND USE COMMITTEE 


During 1986, the Land Use Committee held a number of meetings 
designed to inform its members and the Town about the ever- 
increasing pace of development in Natick and its potential impact.

The Committee felt that proposed development in downtown Natick 
was an immediate concern and, after a presentation by Town 
Administrator Fred Conley, decided to solicit proposals for a 
comprehensive study of that area. It is hoped that an acceptable 
proposal will be offered early in 1987 and that the Committee can 
then assist in encouraging municipal action on it.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Intense development pressures and a booming local real estate 
market placed added responsibilities upon the Conservation 
Commission in 1986. In response to these developments, the 
Commission led the way with innovative legislative efforts, but 
found itself hampered by personnel and budgetory constraints. 


The Commission's 1986 activities can be classified into two 
categories: its actions as the local administrator of the 
Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act, and as a forum for local 
expression and action to environmental issues and concerns. 


In the first category, the now nearly non-existent supply of 
buildable land combined with burgeoning demands for both 
residential and commercial properties forced local builders to 
propose large-scale developments on properties which can only be 
classified as borderline. A high percentage of new development in 
Natick in 1986 came under the jurisdiction of the Wetlands 
Protection Act, either because the development included some 
wetlands or waterway within the parcel, or because the development 
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would affect a nearby resource area. This phenonmenon resulted in 
the Commission conducting 39 public hearings pursuant to the Act, 
issuing 15 Order of Conditions, 18 Determinations of 
Applicability, and 7 Certificates of Compliance. 


The Commission is now a party to the appeal of its Order of 
Conditions on the proposed Hunnewell Woods project to the State 
Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. This appeal, 
combined with the enormous number of new development proposals 
under the Wetlands Protection Act, has placed great strains on the 
part-time Commission. The Commission has felt increasingly 
hampered as it has no staff, other than a part-time secretary, 
which can assist it in conducting field inspections, compliance 
checks, maintaining files and records, attending other hearings, 
or drafting documents. Even the involved appeal proceedings 
concerning the Hunnewell Woods has brought no technical or legal 
assistance. 


The news is more positive concerning the Commission's other 
responsibilities. After an initial rejection by the Spring Annual 
Town Meeting, the Commission, along with members of the Planning 
Board, labored to produce a town Aquifer Protection By-Law which 
was enacted by the Fall Town Meeting. The By-Law has already been 
hailed by developers and conservationists alike to be a model for 
other towns. The Commission feels that the enactment of the 
By-Law was an important and necessary step toward ensuring that 
Natick will always have an adequate water supply. Toward that 
end, the Commission has begun working toward completing the 
Aquifer Project, including submitting a warrant for the 1987 
Spring Town Meeting. 


The Commission has also continued to explore various possibilities 
for the acquisition of real estate to preserve open space for 
conservation purposes. This can be accomplished either by the 
outright purchase of Conservation land, as in the purchase of Camp 
Mary Bunker in 1985, or through the purchase of agricultural or 
conservation restrictions. The Commission will continue to seek 
the support of Town Meeting to acquire conservation properties as 
they become available. 


The Commission in 1986 received with regret the resignation of 
member Peter Nichols, who supplied much needed technical and 
business expertise to the Commission, and enthusiastically greeted 
the appointments of Kathleen Curry and Randy Johnson.

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WATER POLICY STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Water Policy Study Committee was restructured and 
reconstituted by the Board of Selectmen by their vote of August 
“2, 1986. 


This Committee is charged with "promoting and increasing water 
conservation in the Town of Natick". 


We have organized by the undersigned and have viewed our charge to 
be two-fold: 


1. The development of our understanding of the facts of the 
Town's available and potential water supply and the 
existing future demands upon it; and 


2. Understanding and making recommendations to the Board of 
Selectmen as to appropriate water management policies. In 
particular, we have viewed the requirements of the 
proposed "Elm Bank" legislation, which in Section 3(f), 
requires that participating towns shall have adopted 
appropriate demand management measures. 


We have reviewed recently adopted legislative local controls 
(water conservation bylaw, aquifer protection bylaw & underground 
storage bylaw), together with all available proceedings and 
reports by previous Water Study Committee. We have also met with 
related boards and agencies, private consultants and have attended 
two water related seminars. 


We anticipate submitting a more in-depth report to the Board of 
Selectmen in early January, 1987, with a suggested scope of 
activity and a recommended course of action for the Boards review, 
which will make the continued activity of this Committee more 
meaningful.

Disposal of solid wastes, other than brush and 
stumps; 

Storage of petroleum or other refined petroleum 
products, except within buildings which it will 
heat; 

The disposal of liquid or leachable wastes, except 
from one or two family residential subsurface waste 
disposal systems subject to regulation under Title 5 
of the State Environmental Code; 

The rendering impervious of more than 10% of any 
lot, except as allowed by special permit; 
Industrial uses which discharge process water 
on-site; 

Storage of road salt or other de-icing chemicals; 
The storage of snow which contains de-icing 
chemicals, and which has been transported from 
another location; 

The storage of uncovered manure; 

The removal or regrading of the existing soil cover 
below a point 5 feet above the existing Spring High 
Water level. 

Mining of land except as incidential to a permitted 
use under Section IV. A.; 

The storage or disposal of hazardous wastes or toxic 
or hazardous substances including radioactive 
material; 

Junk and salvage yards; 

Automotive service and repair shops, except as 
allowed by Special Permit; 

Trucking and bus terminal; 

Heliports and airports; 

Coin operated or commercial laundries except as 
allowed by special permit; 

Car washes. 


The following uses are permitted by Special Permit,

Bie Those commercial and industrial activities permitted 
in underlying district by a special permit review to 
prevent compaction and siltation, loss of recharge, 
exfiltration from sewer pipes and contamination of 
the soil or groundwater by oil, chemicals, 
nuUcCrients,, etc. 


4, The operation of a coin operated non-commercial 
laundry facility provided that the property does not 
utilize a septic system for any purpose, that all 
waste water is discharged to a town sewage line 
system and that in no instance will dry cleaning 
fluids or similar hazardous waste by discharged to 
the systen. 


C. Procedures for Issuance of Special Permit:

with the SPA and shall be accompanied by seven 
copies of the plan. 


an. Said application and plan shall be prepared in

accordance with the data requirements of the 
proposed development, (e.g., site plan review, 
erosion and sedimentation control plan, etc.) In 
support of a request for special permit, as a 
minimum, the applicant shall submit to the SPA the 
following information: 


a. Topographic map of the site at a scale of 1 
inch to 200 feet or larger scale from which 
surface runoff directions can be determined ; 


Ds Evidence of seasonal high groundwater 
elevation; 


Cs A design to maintain aquifer recharge at 
pre-permit amounts where impervious surface 
will exceed 10% of lot area; 


d. A design to cleanse and filter the runoff from 
impervious surfaces recharged to the aquifer; 
and 

e. Emergency response plans to prevent 


contamination of soil or groundwater from 
accidental spills or release of toxic or 
hazardous materials. 


Upon written request from the applicant prior to the 
filing of the application, the SPA may waive 
submision of such information, plans, studies or 
analyses or parts thereof as may not be needed or 
germane to consideration of the application. The 
SPA must obtain the concurrence of the waiver by the 
Planning Board, the Board of Health, the 
Conservation Commission and the Department of Public 
Works, (the Advisory Bodies). 


The SPA shall refer copies of the application to the 
Advisory Bodies which shall review the application, 
either jointly or separately, and shall submit their 
recommendations to the SPA. Failure to make 
recommendations within 35 days of the referral of 
the application shall be deemed lack of opposition. 


The SPA shall hold a hearing, in conformity with the 
provisions of G.L. Ch. 40A, Section 9, within 65 
days after the filing of the application and after 
the review by the town/boards/departments. 
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Notice of the public hearing shall be given by 
publication and posting and by first-class mailing 
CO. Parties in interest" as defined in G. L. Ch. 
440A, S. 11. The decision of the SPA and any 
extension, modification or renewal thereof, shall be 
filed with the SPA and Town Clerk within 90 days 
following the closing of the public hearing.

(b) Town Houses 


EXCLUSIVE ELECTION: 


In the event that the owner or owners of land included in an 
Overall Development Plan which has received Site Plan 
Approval pursuant to this Section III-4.F obtain a building 
permit to develop such land as a Cluster Development, then 
the uses normally permitted or allowed in an AP District for 
such land shall no longer be permitted or allowed, and only 
the uses as allowed under the approved Overall Development 
Plan may be constructed or enjoyed on the land shown in the 
Overall Development Plan. 


PROCEDURES:

The applicant for a Cluster Development in an AP District 
shall submit to the Planning Board a formal application for 
a Site Plan Approval, which includes an Overall Development 
Plan, and is otherwise in compliance with Rules and 
Regulations especially established by the Planning Board 
relative thereto. The application shall be filed in the 
name of the record owner(s) of the parcel(s) to be 
developed. Date of application shall be the date when 
filing is made with the Planning Board. 


(c) FURTHER PROCEDURES: 


The Site Plan Review hearing and further proceedings 
regarding the application shall be in accordance with M.G.L. 
Chapter 40A. The Planning Board may adopt Rules and 
Regulations for the proceedings under Section III-4.F, in 
accordance with the appropriate Chapters and Sections of the 
Mass. General Laws. 


CRITERIA: 


Approval of the application for a Cluster Development Site 
Plan Approval shall be granted only upon Planning Board 
determination that the Plan is superior to that which might 
be developed under the regulations for the AP zoning 
district. 


(a) The following criteria shall be used to make the 
determination as to whether or not the plan is superior: 


(1) The preservation and accessibility of open space 
for conservation or recreation; 

(2) The protection of significant natural features of 
the land;

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(4) More efficient provision of street, utilities and 
other public services; or lowered impact thereon; 

(5) The provision of a diversity of dwelling unit 
styles, sizes, location and arrangement; 

(6) Other similar criteria. 


(b) Some specific means of achieving these objectives 
include: 


(1) Avoidance of frequent driveway openings onto 
through streets, or near street intersections; 

(2) Avoidance of extensive topographic change, 
necessitating vegetation and tree removal; 

(3) Increased vegetation and plantings to enhance the 
site; 

(4) Preservation of scenic views from public ways; 

(5) Creation of a more interesting and attractive 
arrangment of permitted structures; 

(6) Accessibility of the Open Space to all inhabitants 
of the Development; 

(7) Variations in lot sizes, building styles, building 
sizes and building arrangements; 

(8) Avoiding development on geologically unsuitable 
land. 


NUMBER OF DWELLING UNITS: 


The maximum number of dwelling units allowed in a AP Cluster 
Development shall equal the "Net Usable Land Area" as 
defined herein divided by 5,000, rounded to next highest 
whole number. Provided that the resident parking required 
by Section V-D.3 for each such unit is provided for ina 
garage, the maximum number of dwelling units shall be 
calculated by dividing the Net Usable Land Area by 3500, 
rounded to the next highest whole number. As used in this 
paragraph "Net Usable Land Area" shall mean one hundred 
(100%) percent of the resultant area obtained by subtracting 
(a) one hundred (100%) percent of the land area lying below 
the one hundred (100) year flood elevation as delineated on 
the Townwide Drainage Study maps as prepared by Coffin & 
Richardson Engineers (or as said maps may be revised, 
amended or other similar maps substituted), and (b) one 
hundred (100%) percent of the primary zone wetland area 
(also as shown on said Townwide Drainage Study maps) which 
is shown outside the limits of the one hundred (100) year 
flood elevation from the gross land area of the parcel or 
portion thereof for which Site Plan approval is sought. If 
the Overall Development Plan covers land lying in more than 
one zoning district, all of which districts permit 
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alternative cluster development, the number of dwelling 
units allowed shall be calculated as provided in these 
Zoning Bylaws for each portion of the parcel in each of the 
zoning districts separately and the resultant determina- 
tions shall be added together to give an overall allowable 
total number of dwelling units for the parcel. Dwelling 
units and other allowed uses may be transferred between 
zoning districts included in the parcel for which Site Plan 
Approval is sought, being limited only by the overall 
allowable total, and by the design restrictions of the 
Overall Development Plan as approved. 


INTENSITY REGULATIONS: 


The following regulations shall apply to the Cluster

OPEN SPACE: 


At least thirty-five (35%) percent of the total land area of 
the parcel for which alternative development as a Cluster 
Development is desired hereunder, shall be preserved open 
Space. All dwelling units shall abut such Open Space or be 
acessible thereto via a public way or easement. At least 
fifty (50%) percent of the Open Space shall not be primary 
zone wetlands or land within the 100 year flood elevation as 
heretofore described.

This Article seeks to impose a number of dimensional and other 
controls to the hillside on Route 9 known as Capt. Tom's Hill or 
Westpark. Essentially, the language was largely copied from that 
which was negotiated for over a 2 year period for some rather flat 
land now known as Apple Hill (Stimpson-Loehman properties). 
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ARTICLE 18 (Continued) 


The Board is sympathetic to the desire of the residential abutters 
to have the protection of a buffer strip of at least 159 feet from 
their properties. If this is all that was proposed, the Board would 
certainly favor it. However, many of the other provisions are 
particularly undesireable for a steep hillsite, and some would even 
defeat the intent of the abutters. 


The Apple Hill by-law resulted in a requirement of building a 
multi-story parking garage (not yet constructed) at the very front 
abutting route 9. It was surrounded on three sides by residences, 
and the site plan essentially pushes the highest building to the 
center and up front. This type of planning is unjustified for a 
hillside, where the existing buildings and former building certainly 
exceeded the maximum 36 feet allowed. A building such as the new 
Holiday Inn Crowne Plaza is better located at the base of a hillside 
rather than on flat land. This proposed bylaw would not allow any 
such use. 


The inappropriateness of the bylaw proposed is illustrated by two 
salient provisions: 


"The trees shall be planted in a staggered diamond pattern..." 
"A continuous vinyl fabric chain link fence, six feet in 
height..." 


What is so magical about a "diamond pattern"? Would squares 
or lines be adequate? 

Why is it necessary to prescribe a "vinyl" as opposed to metal 
or wood? Why "six" feet? Maybe eight feet is desireable. 


The Planning Board already has the authority to require all of the 
essential restrictions which this bylaw proposes, and it intends to 
do so where appropriate. No bylaw change is needed.

On September 19, 1986 the Natick Planning Board held a Public 
Hearing on Article 15 of the Warrant for the Fall Annual Town 
Meeting. The notice of the Public Hearing on Article 15 was 
advertized in the "Middlesex News" on Friday, August 22, 1986 
and Friday, August 29, 1986. 


In accordance with the Town by-laws, copies of the Planning Board 
Report were mailed to all Town Meeting Members. 


Favorable Action 3-9-9 


This article is the proposed Aquifer Protection District which was 
Originally presented to the Town Meeting this past Spring. The 
Planning Board at that time recommended referral to both it and the 
Conservation Commission, observing that it had many objections as to 
the wording of the bylaw and many of its substantive provisions. 


The Planning Board can report that some of its members have spent 
Many evenings during the Summer in discussion with the members of 
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the Conservation Commission to rework this bylaw into its present 
form. Article 15 is the result of a number of compromises and is 
recomended for passage at this time. 


No one in good conscience can hold the view that protecting the only 
present water supply for our Town is unimportant. As a matter of 
fact, many recent events serve only to emphasize how fragile that 
resource is. 


During our discussions and again recently, only one issue seems to 
remain that requires commitment from Town Meeting. This one is 
whether in the interests of protecting our water supply we should 
prohibit certain activities, and prohibit any board from allowing 
what is presently prohibited in a district (the "use-variance"). 
Simply stated the issue is to either prohibit an activity to allow 
it with safeguards and conditions. This Board held out for the 
longest time for the "regulation" approach rather than prohibition. 
However, after long discussion we accepted the view that it is 
better to begin applying aquifer protection with the prohibition 
approach, relaxing this view by Town Meeting votes for zoning 
changes only, rather than to permit a few variations from zoning to 
benefit only the individuals involved at the possible risk to the 
Town's water. 


Simply stated, the choice is up to Town Meeting as whether it wishes 
to take the conservative and safe view towards protecting our water 
supply, which cannot be replaced once it is destroyed. 


We believe that we would be serious in carrying out our conviction 


to protect our water supply, and we urge favorable action.

Departments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal 
requirements before being submitted to the Treasurer for payment. 
The payments, which were presented on 344 Treasury Warrants, 
amounted to $51,543,818.61. Warrants payable as of June 39, 1986 
totaled $2,164,463.57. 


The total receipts from July 1, 1985 to June 30, 1986, inclusive, 
were $48,459,645.04. The cash balance on hand June 39, 1986, 
$9,417,221.22 which is a decrease of $1,682,351.05 over the 
balance on hand at the end of the previous fiscal period. 


Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State 
approved forms to all Town Officers, Committees and Boards charged 
with the expenditure of Town funds. 


Detailed statements of all departmental budgets were compiled 
showing amounts for each item expended in 1985-1986, appropriated 
for 1985-1986 and requested for 1986-1987. Copies of each budget 
were forwarded to the Finance Committee. 


The unexpended appropriation balances exclusive of Sewer, Water, 
Conservation, Recreation and Parking Meter amounted to 
$362,836.82, an increase of $9,299.14 over the prior year. 


As required by law, under Section 54A, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1985-1986 receipts, 
except from taxes, loans, trust funds, federal grants and 
revolving funds, and the source of such receipts was specified.
